MORE BASEMENT LIGHT. 


Los Angeles. 

A scheme which is unique in base 
ment illumination ts being employed 
for the first time in Los Angeles in the 
construction of the new annex to The 
Times building. The pieces of glass in 
the steel frame in the sidewalk are 
wedge-shaped and project several 
inches beneath the frame of steel. The 
shape of the pieces of glass is such 
that the light from above the side- 
walk passes downward through the 
lass and is refracted and refiected so

have a cup at every station. This cus- 
tom of carrying one’s own tea is to 
common that it is difficult to procure 
a cup of tea In any of the restaurants, 
as they do not keep it, and do not 
care to go out of their way to buy it 


for you. 

Altho the plant may be growl 
all round, and at one’s feet, it is nex 
to impossible to get/a cup that a for- 
eigner would consider worth drink- 
ing: and as to using milk and sugar, 
the Chinese look upon the practice as 
a barbarous device of the “foreign 
devil."—{Golden Penny.

SAYS BRITISH EXPERT.

Dr. Robert N. Renteul, Surgeon, 
Auther and Acknowledged Autheor- 
ity Makes Extraordinary Sugges- 
tion as Nature's Plan—Startling 
Insanity Statistics.

LONDON, Jan. &.—Perhaps no more 


extraordinary suggestion ever has been 
made by a medical man of acknow!- 
edged standing than that just put forth 
by Dr. Robert Held Rentoul, of the 


the effect that junatics Instead of be- 
ing placed under restraint as at pres 
ent should be allowed to Jestroy thea 
selves with an Inte loss of time as pos- 
stble, according to \what,this medico 
believes to be nature's plan. 

Dr. Rentoul, who recently was a4 
member of the General Counct! of Mcg- 
ical Béucation of Great Britain, and 
who le also the author of several med- 
ical works which are acknowledged as 
authoritative, claims to have the best 
groun4 for his belief thet if left alone 
all crazy folke eventually would de- 
stroy themselves, ani he regards insti- 
tutions for the treatment and cure of 
dementia es « useless expense. “At 
present.“ he eays, “we afe engaged 
in the apparently pleasant pastime of 
manufacturing lunetics and others of 
this cless.” 

The doctors declare, too, that no et- 
fort should be ‘made to prevent would- 
be suicides from takiag their lives. 
“In our efforts.” he says. to check 
suicide by protecting and controling 
would-be destroyers. in permitting 
many to beget a tainted offspring; in 
spending immense sums of money upon 
the up-keep of the unfit-doe we not in 
reality actively support the survival 
of the unfit? 

‘Think how nature would reduce the 
number of lunatics to the smallest pro- 
portion were she not so perristenly 
thwarted! Among a very large por- 
tien of the insane there if a marked 
suicidal tendency-—eome call it a 
‘mania.’ 

“We do all In our power to prevent 
suicide. Years ago suicides were buried 
at the public crossroads, a stake being 
driven torough the body. Fortunate.y 
this has not acted as a deterrent. To- 
day we bud palatial residences, and 


| appoint immense staffs to protect lun- 


tles from thelr mental impulses. 
Again, our Legislature attempts to 
make the obtaining of as dumm 
cult as possible. 

“Yet although thousands of pounds 
are expended yearly upon the care of 
lunatics, nature's method—that of sul- 

on, as it must and will go 
on. Not only so, but, fortunately, it 
increases.” 
Dr. Rentoul agrees with army medi- 
cal examiners and the numerous pri- 
vate practitioners who have insisted 
for some time that the physical stand- 
ard of the British race is defenecrating 
and by applying the ancient mazim 
of the conection between a healthy 
mind and a heelthy body, claims foun- 
dation for his reasoning on the latest 
statistics.
